Being the biggest doesn’t necessarily yield the 
happiest customers, according to the Ameri- 
can Consumer Satisfaction Index released 
Tuesday Oak Brook-based McDonald’s 
Corp. received the lowest customer satisfac- 
tion ranking of any full-service or fast-food 
chain on the survey with 73 percent satisfac- 
tion, up from 72 percent. 

McDonald’s, which serves 68 million cus- 
tomers around the world every day has been 
a historically poor performer on the satisfac- 
tion index. The chain has shown significant 
improvement in the past decade, up from 
61 percent satisfaction in 2002. Competitors 
Burger King and Wendy’s have posted small- 
er gains over the last decade, but their ratings 
still were higher in 2011. 

Wendy’s outperformed all burger rivals 
with a 78 percent rating, and Burger King re- 
mained at 75 percent. 

Pizza chains dominated the survey of lim- 
ited service chains, or those without table 


service. Papa John’s was at the top of the 
heap with 83 percent satisfaction, followed 
by Little Caesars, with 82 percent. Pizza Hut 
brought up the rear at 78 percent. 

Subway and Dunkin’ Donuts debuted at 
82 percent and 79 percent satisfaction. 
Dunkin’s performance was good enough to 
beat Starbucks, which slipped to 76 percent 
from 80 percent the year before. 


FuU service restaurants took a beating. Red 
Lobster was the only chain to improve, to 
83 percent from 82 percent. Outback Steak- 
house held steady at 81 percent, while Olive 
Garden slipped to 80 percent from 82 per- 
cent, Applebee’s debuted at 77 percent, and 
Chili’s slipped to 76 from 79 percent. Looking 
at the industry the average household dined 
out three times per week during 2011, which is 
expected to remain unchanged this year. 


Trips to fast food restaurant increased 
slightly to six trips per month in 2011 from 
five in 2010. Overall fast food satisfaction 
grew 1.3 percent in 2011, while full service 
restaurants slipped 2.4 percent, bringing fast 
food and full service a tie at 80 percent satis- 
faction. The ASCI pointed to value offerings 
in fast food and improved quality perception 
at fast food chains, and lack of differentia- 
tion at full service chains, for the change.

M-Rahm argues new policy 
on possession would free 
vital police resources

Mayor Emanuel on Tuesday for the first time 
publicly explained his support of having Chi- 
cago police write tickets instead of make arrests 
for small amounts of marijuana possession, say- 
ing it will free police officers to deal with more 
serious crime. 

The mayor said it took him time to get com- 
fortable with the idea. After his administration 
studied and analyzed the issue, Emanuel said, 
he reached the conclusion that police time and 
resources were being wasted to pursue low-level 
marijuana possession when 8o percent of those 
cases are thrown out of court. Adopting a new 
approach could generate millions in city reve- 
nue and potentially give beat cops more time on

“I got comfortable with this because I think 
this is the right thing to do for a number of rea- 
sons. It does not undermine what we’re trying 
to do on fighting crime,” Emanuel said at an 
unrelated news conference at City Hall. “We 
worked through a set of issues and I don’t un- 
derestimate or devalue, it’s a complicated issue. 
... Tbu’re not just going to leap at something, 
because it deals with both criminal justice pol- 
icy [and] cultural issues that you have to think 
through carefully” 

Under Emanuel’s proposal, police officers 
would have the discretion to issue tickets with 
fines ranging from $ioo to $500 for people car- 
rying 15 grams or less of marijuana. The plan 
could be considered by the City Council at its 
next meeting June 27. 

Emanuel said he intends to include language

The CTA on Tuesday received a $20 million 
federal grant to help upgrade and expand the 
Red Line’s 95th Street terminal, which is a 
transit gateway for about 20,000 commuters 
on the South Side and in the south suburbs. 

The additional funding was needed to 
allow the project, estimated at $140 million, 
to proceed, officials said. 

The majority of the funding is being 


provided by state and local funding to the 
CTA. 

The improvements are designed to 
reduce bus and pedestrian congestion while 
enhancing safety, help speed up arrivals and 
departures at the busy station, and create 
jobs, officials said. 

In addition to being the southern terminus 
of the Red Line and one of the busiest rail 
stations on the CTA system, the 95th Street 


station also is a major bus terminal for CTA, 
Pace, Greyhound and paratransit buses. 

Officials did not immediately say whether 
the station project will be conducted before 
or during a $425 million track-replacement 
project on the Dan Ryan branch of the Red 
Line that will require the shutdown for five 
months starting next May of the branch 
between 95th Street and the Cermak- 
Chinatown stop.

Where are new 
Americans from? 

The immigration debate often centers on 
stemming the flow of people entering the U.S. 
illegally and what to do about securing bor- 
ders to the south. But here’s a fact that goes 
without much attention: Asians have now 
taken over Latinos as the largest group of new 
arrivals every year. 

In 2010, 36 percent of new immigrants were 
Asians compared with 31 percent for Hispan- 
ics, according to a report released Tuesday by 
the Pew Research Center. 

That’s a significant change from a decade 
ago, when 19 percent of immigrants were 
Asians and 59 percent were Hispanics. 

“They were already a significant part of the 
immigration story It seems like in the last few 
years they are the most important part of the 
immigration story” said Karthick Ramakrish- 
nan, a political scientist at the University of 
California at Riverside, and expert on Asian- 
American immigration and civic participation. 

He said that if the trends continue, Asian- 
Americans will play greater roles in shaping 
society and perhaps, more significantly in an 
election year, will have an effect at the polls.

Drinking a flavored vodka 
doesn’t have to be so sweet

Flavored vodka has historically strove to 
make up for what its base— the quintessential 
grain-neutral spirit— lacks in creativity 
What began with Stolichnaya’s introduc- 
tion of flavored vodkas in the early 1960s 
has since expanded to include some of the 
most sticky-sweet iterations ever to haunt 
a dentist’s nightmares. Last holiday season, 
Smirnoff introduced fluffed marshmallow 
and whipped cream vodkas; cupcake vodka, 
which entered the market in early 2011, car- 
ries flavors such as devil’s food and frosting. 

Good news for the purists among us: 
There are a handful of vodkas flavored us- 
ing ingredients found in nature, as opposed 
to laboratories. Belvedere vodka, distilled 
from Dankowskie gold rye grown in Poland’s 
Mazowsze district, in 2003 released Belvedere 
Citrus, macerating fruit peels and flowers, and 
has since begun releasing new flavors annually 
On shelves in time for summer is Belvedere 


Lemon Tea, which marries black and green 
teas, lemon grass, chamomile, ginger, honey 
and lemon. As Belvedere head of spirit cre- 
ation Claire Smith explains, the marrying of 
flavors is closer to gin-making than vodka. 

“The only difference,” Smith says, “is that 
with the majority of gins, (distillers) will put 
all of their botanicals together (into the still). 
What we’re doing is separating our botani- 
cals, and then distilling them together.” 

It’s a laborious process, says Smith, who has 
been with Belvedere for nearly a decade, having 
trained under the brand’s former master dis- 
tiller before his retirement five years ago. Each 
ingredient’s vodka bath is unique. Pepper, for 
instance, takes two or three days to macerate;

citrus can take one to three weeks, depending 
on temperatures. Lemon Tea is a more compli- 
cated flavor. Smith says, as green and black teas 
are tannin heavy and must be watched carefully 
lest they spoil the whole batch. 

“That’s why we added a bit of honey ” Smith 
says, “overall for the aromatic quality but also 
to help soften the tannin of the teas.” 

While other consumers are drinking their 
dessert. Belvedere fans will be sipping lemon 
tea-flavored cocktails this summer— which is 
how Smith would have it. “Unfortunately, the 
world of flavored vodka, to me, seems to be 
moving in the direction of celebrating high- 
fructose flavors,” she says. “We’re moving in 
the opposite direction.”

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Bigger burgers don’t 
always mean better 


According to popular 
wisdom, everything 
is bigger in Texas. 
Fatty’s Burgers & 
More, a Texas-bred 
operation that 
recently set up shop 
in Chicago (the 
creator’s brother 
helms the Lincoln 
Park location), 
certainly confirmed 
this for fact for The 
Great Burgerelli. 

The chain’s piece 
de resistance is The 
Lineman ($13.99), a preposterously large 
full-pound cheeseburger that intimidated 
even this esteemed burger seeker. Even 
the standard burgers are an impressive 
half-pound in weight and also are curiously 
named using sports references. For what 
reason, I know not; the Great Burger- 
elli does not care much for sports beyond 
burger-eating. Summoning my courage (and 
appetite), I paid a visit to this new addition 
to the local burger landscape, eager to evalu- 
ate whether bigger truly is better. 

The burger: Suspicions arose immediately 
when I ordered two half-pound char burgers 
and was not asked how I would like either 
prepared. Though they are grilled to order, 
both arrived well-done and completely 
brown to the core. To my surprise, the meat 
was not dry but it was devastatingly over- 
salted and reminiscent of a fast-food patty 
Though two burgers arrived at my table at 
the same time, one was noticeably warmer 
than the other. 

The bun: Fatty’s buns appear similar to so 
many others I have consumed, but have a

few remarkable features that are surprisingly 
effective in containing the massive amount 
of meat. Though the folks at Fatty’s will not 
disclose their bun-preparation trade secrets, 

I suspect that the bottom bun receives a 
slathering of butter and a turn on the grill, 
which goes far to prevent the common afflic- 
tion I call lower bun disintegration. The top 
half of the bun appeared ungrilled, retaining 
a pleasant lightness. 

The fixings: The signature Fatty’s Burger 
($8.99) is simply a basic cheeseburger, topped 
with American cheese and all the condiments 
one would expect: lettuce, tomato, chopped 
raw onion, pickles, mayonnaise and mustard. 
The toppings are acceptable, if a bit sparse, 
but fail to bring any excitement to my meal. 
The menu’s specialty burgers, however, 
offer significantly more variety The Free 
Agent ($11.99) was crowned with a satisfac- 
tory fried egg and grilled onions, but grilled 
tomatoes were limp and wasabi mayonnaise 
offered scarcely any heat. Fatty’s earns my 
respect for including a side of hand-cut fries 
with each burger, but when only one of two 
orders arrives properly fried, the bonus fails 
to impress. 

Bottom line: Fatty’s has quite a bit of 
competition on this stretch of Clark Street, 
what with The Wieners Circle nearby and 
myriad bars serving burgers at lower prices. 
With that kind of pressure, it’s not enough to 
rely on solid buns and giant burgers. Unless, 
of course, one’s only concern is tending to a 
cowboy-size appetite. 

THE GREAT BURGERELLI IS A FEARLESS SEEKER

hard-rocking Canadian duo released its criti- 
cally lauded sophomore album, “Celebration 
Rock.” 

No, it’s not at all what you’re thinking. 

“The colloquial term for a phone interview 
in the van is a ‘phoner,’ ” said King, 29, who 
performs with friend and drummer David 
Prowse on Thursday at Lincoln Hall. “We’ve 
now deemed them ‘boners’ because that’s just 
how juvenile we are.” 

Despite the guitarist’s warnings, “Celebra- 
tion Rock” actually reveals a band fast matur- 
ing, and the album manages to both expand 
on and refine the slash-and-burn template 
the pair established on 2009’s “Post-Noth- 
ing.” Reached in the midst of a West Coast 
tour swing. King opened up about the inse- 
curities that plague his songwriting, his 2009 
health scare and why he no longer worries 
about speeding tickets. 

On “The House That Heaven Built” you sing, 
“Tell them all to go to hell.” When’s the last 
time you actually said that to someone? 

Like five minutes before you called. It was 
our sound guy possibly Or our tour man- 
ager. It gets said by one of us to someone 
else almost constantly It’s a little nicer than 
“{bleep} off,” and no one in this van deserves 
to hear {bleep} off from anyone else.

So mature, Japandroids! 
RedEye gets the scoop on,

Are you surprised how well-received the 
new album has been? 

I mean, yes and no. No in the sense that we 
worked really hard to make an album we 
were proud of and we thought was really 
good. Being such big music fans, we were well 
aware of all the second album cliches— the 
sophomore slump and all that kind of stuff 
— and we really didn’t want that to happen 
with us. Having said that, we were in no way 
prepared for everything that’s happened. It’s 
been pretty surreal. 

Going in with that level of self-awareness 
about things like the sophomore slump, 
how did you avoid over-thinking things or 
completely freezing up? 

Well, we did in the very beginning. To be 
perfectly blunt, it was just a {bleeping} grind. 
Nothing seemed to come naturally Psycho- 
logically and mentally it was a totally differ- 
ent process to sit down in my room with a 


guitar than it was with “Post-Nothing.” Back 
then all I really had to worry about when I 
was working on a song was, “What’s Dave 
going to think of this?” This time there were 
mass amounts of editing and revisions and 
throwing things out. 

Did you ever sit back after you finished a 
song and say, “Not bad, Brian, not bad at all,” 
or were you constantly beating yourself up 
over every detail? 

I can honestly say there was never a moment 
in making the record where I sat back and 
said, “That’s not bad.” Even in the master- 
ing process I was really —what’s the right 
word?— psychotic about the smallest details. 
Even though the record is done and out, I 
can still hear the things I wanted to do that 
we couldn’t get to. AU the songs will sort 
of always be unfinished to me, but at some 
point you have to let it go or everything turns 
into “Chinese Democracy” 


You really sound drawn to the concepts 
of heaven and hell on this one. 

I’m a big fan of not just the blues, but the 
music that’s been influenced by the blues. 
That simple, biblical language is something 
early blues musicians used to use, and it fil- 
tered through all those sub-genres of rock ’n’ 
roll right up to now Those are just the kinds 
of themes and ideas that feel totally natural 
for me to write about and to sing about. 

Do you consider yourself a spiritual person? 

Not particularly— only because the word 
spiritual has a connotation that opens the 
door to a place I don’t really care to tread. 

That said, did you find yourself saying a 
quick prayer when you were hospitalized 
with a perforated ulcer back In April 2009? 
(King has suffered from stomach ulcers 
since he was a teenager.) 

Well, that, hmm, how do I say this? Every-

thing happened so fast and I was in such 
pain that you don’t really have time to think 
about it. By the time you understand what 
happened and realize you’re OK it’s sort of 
over. There was never a moment where I 
was conscious and rational enough to think, 
“This must be the end,” and therefore say a 
prayer. 

Did that experience have any effect on the 
songs you wrote for “Celebration Rock”? 

I don’t rule it out. There was never that 
moment like, “I want to sit down and write 
a song about this experience.” To tell you 
the truth, I went to great lengths over the 
last two years to mentally block it out. It’s 
a time in my life I’m happy to forget. But 
having said that, it was also one of the most 
profound and life-altering moments I’ve ever 
had. It changed me forever, and certainly it 
could have shaped the things I was interested 
in talking about and/or the way I felt about 


the things I always wanted to talk about. 

You guys actually pull back a bit on the 
album’s closer, “Continuous Thunder.” Do 
you find it difficult to take your foot off the 
accelerator and slow down the tempo? 

Holding back is really challenging for us. If 
you listen to that song, it feels like we could 
keep building and building and turn it into 
something that really starts rocking. We had 
to really pay attention to not let it go there 
because that’s how we naturally like to play 

Do you find it’s every bit as difficult to keep 
your foot off the accelerator when you’re, 
say, driving the tour van? 

Thankfully I don’t drive that much anymore. 
I have boners to do, and I can’t drive and do 
boners at the same time.

The Smashing 
Pumpkins are back. 
WeU, Billy Corgan 
and his latest version 
of the band, at least. 

But don’t let that 
turn you off. 

“Oceania,” the 
first full-length 
Pumpkins album 
since 2007’s “Zeit- 
geist,” is the best 
thing Corgan has produced in quite some 
time. Longtime fans will hear hints of the 
grungy vicious band of the “Gish” era and 
also the mellow, almost pop ‘Adore” era. It’s a 
mix that works. 

Album opener “Quasar,” driven by Mike 
Byrne’s thunderous drums, is the perfect 
introduction to the latest in the Pumpkins’ 
“Teargarden by Kaleidyscope” project. It 
eases the listener in with simple guitar pluck- 
ing and bass before the full band tears into 
the cut full force. The guitar riffs have that 
traditional screechy Pumpkins sound, and 
Corgan’s unmistakable vocals, while perhaps 
not as shrill as in years past, hold their own 
among the sonic assault. 

It should be noted that bassist Nicole 
Fiorentino and guitarist Jeff Schroeder, the 
other new members of the band, are not 
given a back seat. That reinforces Corgan’s 
pre-release interview assertions that this ver- 
sion of Smashing Pumpkins is a true band. 

“I’ve been adamant in stressing that, as 
a group, first and foremost, we are here to 
make new music together,” Corgan told 
NME this week. “Jeff, Mike and Nicole have 


all made significant contributions to the tone 
and texture of ‘Oceania,’ which is an album 
that is unlike any I’ve ever made. Yet at the 
same time I believe it upholds the same mu- 
sical values I’ve always pushed for with the 
Pumpkins, be they progressive, emotional, 
epic or restless.” 

“The Celestials,” a ballad, is another nod 
to the Pumpkins’ past. Its acoustic guitar and 
orchestration make it, if not a sibling, then a 
distant cousin to the classic “Disarm” from 
“Siamese Dream.” 

Littered throughout “Oceania” are key- 
boards, post-rock-style instrumentation and 
prog-like complexities, and they all collide 
on perhaps the album’s strongest track, “My 
Love is Winter.” The slick mid-tempo rocker 
might not have been completely at home 
on “Gish” or “Siamese Dream,” but it’s a 
modern-era highlight. 

If there’s a complaint to be made about 
“Oceania,” it’s that there’s a similar sound 
running throughout the album. Many of the 
songs segue right into the next seamlessly In 
that regard, it’s similar to a concept album. 
Again, that almost sounds like Corgan’s 
intent. 

“I was dead set on making an album where 
every song was just as valuable as any other, 
ignoring the typical claptrap you hear about 
needing a single,” he told NME. “The only 
way to make the case that every song on 
‘Oceania’ is worth hearing is to put your 
heart into the sequence as a cohesive whole.” 

Good to hear Corgan recognize a world 
outside himself, one that will likely be 
reasonably pleasantly surprised by what the 
Pumpkin has sprouted this time.

Glen Hansard’s rich- 
ly emotional voice 
can bring tears to 
the eyes of even the 
grumpiest Grinch. 
From his work with 
Irish folk-rockers 
The Frames to his 
Swell Season pair- 
ing with Marketa 
Irglova, Hansard has 
never been afraid 
to lay himself open, 
raw and exposed. I 
would never describe “Once,” his 2007 movie 
with Irglova, as just a movie. It’s a poem 
captured on film. 

That’s why I’m so confused by much of 
what’s happening on “Rhythm and Repose.” 
Instead of screaming, throbbing, hurting, 
living and loving at full throttle, Hansard 
is quiet and straightforward. This is music 
worked over on a calm afternoon with a 
cup of tea, not scrawled out over a bottle of 
whiskey 

It’s not the emotions and subject matter 
that have changed on “Rhythm and Repose.” 
Hansard’s still mulling his relationships with 
the world and with women— he’s even a little 
more hopeful this time around. Maybe he’s 
been “kneeling in the dark for far too long,” 
as he sings on “Bird of Sorrow,” and decided 
to take things down a notch. But the best 


part of Hansard’s performances is that he 
aches externally in a way so many people can 
connect with internally I’m not sure the new 
look works for him. 

On the album’s laziest track, “Maybe Not 
Tonight,” Hansard resorts to the massively 
simplistic, with lines like “Well I wanna do 
what’s right/ maybe not tonight” and “Maybe 
we should break those vows/ maybe not right 
now” thudding along as he seemingly puts in 
as little vocal effort as possible. This is a seri- 
ously boring song. 

Make no mistake, though— the guy is 
one majorly talented writer. Lines like 
“Love that’s given freely doesn’t die/ It only 
changes” on “Talking with the Wolves,” and 
“Why must a man lose everything to find 
out what he wants?” on “High Hope,” reveal 
truths most people only wish they could 
articulate. Complex backing instrumentals 
later in the album also help to underscore 
the power of his voice and add a little more 
depth of character. 

It’s the rare occasions when Hansard lets 
the anguish rise, like on “High Hope” and the 
album’s best, “Bird of Sorrow,” that he comes 
back to form. But it’s something that’s sorely 
missing for most of the album. I didn’t come 
here to listen to a guy pluck at his guitar like 
it’s a random Tuesday at a coffee shop. I came 
to be moved.

FOR REDEYE 

Few artists inspire the kind of intense pas- 
sion that surrounds Justin Bieber. 

He’s equally the object of total adora- 
tion from his enthusiastic young fans and 
monolithic base of Twitter followers as he is 
the source of complete frustration from the 
cranky online masses of Smart Fans of Real 
Music (a group terrified by nothing quite 
so much as the idea of teenage girls). The 
former are drawn to his good looks, compel- 
ling backstory and smooth, falsetto-driven 
R&B, while the latter are concerned that the 
combination of elements like a young pop 
star, dubstep and Big Sean might signal the 
impending musical apocalypse. 

Listening to The Biebs’ second proper al- 
bum, “Believe,” it can be hard, at first, to un- 
derstand either type of obsession. The album 
seems to be shooting for global dominance 
mostly through being as inoffensive as pos- 
sible, which means both that the aforemen- 
tioned Big Sean song is surprisingly listenable 
and that the songwriting often is mired in un- 
inspiring lyrical platitudes like “all around the 
world people want to be loved.” But “Believe” 
also is Bieber’s bid for grown-up credibility 
and moves like the minimalist whisper-rap of 
lead single “Boyfriend” have the heft to at- 
tract an older audience more aligned with the 
R&B and hip-hop worlds Bieber probably 
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would prefer to cater toward. 

While the material is too measured to ever 
be mistaken for the kind of iconic, genre- 
forwarding stuff that made clear role models 
Justin Timberlake and Michael Jackson tran- 
sition so smoothly to adult stardom, songs 
like “Right Here” and “Die in Your Arms” are 
competent-enough genre nods to keep audi- 
ences around for the more unabashed pop 
moments. And those moments— “Thought 
of You” and “Beauty and the Beat,” specifi- 
cally— are pretty great. As corny as Bieber 
can be (the world will probably be better off 
if “swaggy” never catches on), when he puts 
out songs with this kind of legitimate hit 
potential he comes across as worthy of some 
of that often-derided enthusiasm.
